Dr Olga B. Bishop, immediate Past-President of The Bibliographical Society of 
Canada/La Société bibliographique du Canada, was the unanimous choice for chia 
year’s Tremaine Medal. <A former member of the Faculty of Library Science, 
University of Toronto, Dr Bishop is well known for her many important biblio- 
eraphies of Canadian government documents. Wer most recent publication, 
co-authored with Barbara I. Irwin and Clara G. Miller, Bibliography of Ontario 
History, 1867-1976: Cultural, Economic, Political, Social (U of T Presa, 

1960) is receiving high acclaim. The Medal will he presented to Dr Bishop at 
the Annual Business Meeting in June. 










Minutes of the 1980 Annual Meeting 


I. The Annual Meeting of the Bibliographical Soctety/La Societe bibliographi- 
que du Canada was held on Wednesday, June 11, 1980, at the Faculty Glub, 
University of British Columbia, Vancouver, B.C. About 35 members and 
guests were present. 


The Annual Meeting wae preceded by « dinner at the Faculty Club. Dr. David 
MN. Hayne, President, @xpressed the thanks of the members to Mrs. Marilyn 
Flitton, Professor Roy Stokes and Professor Anne Piternick, who had made 


al) the local arrangements. 


The speaker, Professor Sandra A. D4jwa of the Department of English, Simon 
Fraser University, was introduced by Professor Stokes. Her subject waa 
"F-R. Scott: on being a Canadian in the Twenties.” Weading excerpts from 
Scott's diaries of the 1920's, Professor Djwa outlined his intereeat in the 
areas of law, politics and literature. Mre. Flitton thanked Professor 
Djwa on behalf of the members for her moat [Interesting address. Dr. Wayne 
added his own thanks and presented Professor Djwa with some of the 
Soctety's publications as a memento of the occasion. 


2. The 35th annual businesa meeting of the Society began with some remarks by 
the President, Dr. Hayne. 


Regrets had been received from Dr Marie Tremaine, the Honorary President, 
who was not able to be at the meeting. Dr. Hayne commented that this was 
the First annual meeting for many years at which Mra. B.C. Jacobsen, the 
former Secretary-Treasurer, had not been present. Dr. Francess Halpenny 
suggested that greetings from those at the meeting be sent to Mr. and Mra. 
Jacobsen. 


Dr- Hayne expressed appreciation of the contribution to Council of the 
following members whose terms of office had been completed: Dr. Olga 
Bishop, Dr. Desmond Neill and Wr. Donald Wick. 


The Society's application for non-profit status would not be submitted 
immediately, ag some work had first to he done on the Conatitution. 


The problem of storage for the Soctety's publications waa still unresol- 

ved. They had been removed from Mra. Jacobsen's house and from Mr. Hugh 

Anson-Cartwright's premises, and had temporarily been given a home by Dr- 
Haynes 





Two major publications which would be welcomed by BSC members had 
appesred. One was the Bihliographie du Québec, LA21-1967, being issued in 
quarterly volumeq. M. cee a Brault, Associate Secretary of the , 
Society and Conservateur en chef de la Bibliothtque nationale du Quebec, 
Was congratulated on the appearance of the firet volume of this publica- 


tion. And, Canadiana 1867-1900: Monographs was now appearing in a COM 


microfiche edition, published by the Wational Library of Canada. 


The minutes of the 1979 Annual Meeting had been published in an abridged 
form in the Bulletin, May 1980. They would appear in full in the Papers/ 
Cahiera,; volume 18. It was moved by Mr. Peter McNally and seconded by Dr. 
Halpenny that the ainutes be adopted as published. Carried. 


The Secretary-Treasurer presented 4 financial report covering the period 
June 11, 1979 co April] 30, 1980. The report covered less than twelve 
months because it had been decided by Cownell chat the Society's fiscal 
year should end on April 30, beginning this year. There was a balance of 
62.919.59 in the General Account and a balance of $3,090.64 in the Biblio- 
graphy of Canadian Bibliographtes account. It was moved by Mige Marion 


Cameron and seconded by Mr. Wick that the report be adopted. Carried. 


In the absence of the Chairman, Mr. H. Peareon Gundy, the Secretary= 
Treasurer read the: report of the Publications Comittee, which waa aa 
follows: 
“T have the honour to present the followlng teport of the Publications 
Committee For the year ending in June 1980: 
During the past year the Publications Committee has been able to maintain 
the reputation of the Bibliographical Society of Canada as a publishing 
gocLety by jasuing, im addition to the fall and spring Bulletins, edited 
by Mre. Beth Miller, two new publications, both edited by Miss Elizabeth 
Hulse. The First of these, the annual Papera (vol. XVIL for Lore 
appeared in an attractive new typographical design through the ftnitlacive 
of cur oditer and the work of the Coach Howse Presse of Toronto, the new 
printere to the Society. By a decision of the Council, the papers pre- 
sented at the Society's third Colloquium, held at the Hatienal Library, 
Orctawa, 19-21 October 1978, were [ssued as a separate volume, instead af 
being included as formerly in the annual Papers. Inquiries were received 
during the year about projects for possible future publication, but no 
completed manuscripts were submitted. Still on hand, awaiting the neces- 
saty funda for publication, is the Ma. of Essays in Canadian Bibliography, 
edited by our former President Professor Douglas Lochhead. a4 
Respectfully submitted, H. Pearson Gundy, Chairman, Publications 
Committea.” 


Mr. Gundy had moved the adoption of his report, and it was seconded by Hr. 
Brace Pool. Carried. 


The Indexer to the Society is Mre. Marilyn Flitton, succeeding Mr. Peter

foraal report The Index to. the Papers/ Cahiers is under revision. by Mr. 
Greig. There will be a report Later on the Index to the Bulletin. 


Hr. Feter Greig is working on the third edition of the Bibliography of 
Canadian Bibliographies. There was no formal report.

The Union Catalogue: an International Sympostum 





This two day eymposium will be held 21-22 May, 1981 in the Hain Auditorium of 
the Medical Sciences Building, University of Toronto. The Hedical Sciences 
Building is located at 1 King's College Circle. The Symposium which is being 
aponsored by the Faculty of Library Selenece, The School of Continuing Studies 
and The University Library, all of the University of Toronto, will examine and 
digcuss the dmpact of technology and the current changes in cataloguing prac— 


tice on the onion catalogue, The brochure states: 


The central issues of these developments - systematization of universal bib- 
liographic inventory, locating bibliographic resources, standardization of the 
bibliographic record, support of record. derivation, accesa to and technologi- 
cal management of bibliographic data, interests of bibliographic data genera- 
tors, vendors and users — are both converging and conflicting in the current 
Concept and structure of the union catalogue, which originated for a simple 
Merger of card catalogue-orlented records. 


With the capability of controlling large files, the limitless potential for a 
wide range of correlation, the ease of duplication of files, and responsive 
and rapid access through telecomminication, technological innovations are 
goving toward very different mechanisms fer the exchange of bibliographic data 
in comparison with the traditional union catalogue. Indeed, aspects of these 
ltinovations are becoming components of still incomplete concepta for the 
Bitual exchange of bibliographic knowledge. 


The core issue is the coexistence of a union register with a universal biblio- 
gtaphic record which may realistically be shared. Does standardization ¢reate 
more problems than it solves, or is it made largely redundant by the versati- 
lity of the new technology? Ia the idea of a single, centrally held, common 
tecord, serving also ae «4 fully functional local reeord, truly realistic? Ta 
it economical? Does a common union record constrain lecal bibliographic con- 
trol more than it bemefite cooperative effort? What are the priorities? Are 
there alternatives available which can serve the need for both locally 
required individuality and commonly desired cooperative economy? And wha

GIFT TO THE ARCHIVES OF THE SOCIETY 


Dr David MH. Hayne, Past-President of The Society/La Société haa sent along the 
following interesting and informative note relating to the history of The 
Boctety/La Société. 


Our Honorary Presidenc, Miss Marie Tremaine, recently presented ta the 
Soctety's Archives a signed copy of Procédure des aesembléos délibérantes 
(Montreal, 1939) by the late Victor Morin, ome of the earliest supporters of 
the Society. <A Montreal notary and close friend of Dr. Lorne Pierce, Dr. 
Morin assisted the latter in editing the bilingual series "Makers of Canadian 
Literature”, and prepared the first French veraion of the Soclety's Constitu- 
tion. During tis ninety-five years of life, Dr. Morin wrote extensively on 
the hietory of Montreal, on legal procedure, and on heraldry. Wis wide cul- 
ture and untiring efforte In the cause of Canadian unity and understanding 
made his one of the best known Quebeckers of this century. Wis rich and 
Varied career has been commemorated by his daughter Renée Morin in a biography 
entitled Un bourgeois d'une aque révolue: Victor Morin (1865-19603, pub- 
lished by Les Editions du Jour in Canada's centennial year. 


The Society is deeply grateful to Mise Tremaine for this important addition: to 
its archives, which recalls the life and achievementea of a great French- 
senking Canadian and friend of our Society

REPORT OF TENTH MEETING OF THE (THEN) COMMITTEE 
6 (ICES OF CANADA 


William F.E. Morley, BSC/5R0 representative has prepared the following report 
of the meeting chatted by Profeseéor Anne B. Plternick, and held 2/ October 


1950 at the National Library in Ottews. 


After noting some membership changes, attention was drawn to Carolyn Roberet- 
son's Hibliagraphy of Standards Relevant to Indexing and Abatracting... pub- 
lished by the National Library Complled at the request of the CBSC, this 
Work had been identified as a need at the 197/ Canadian Abstracting ard 
Indexing Services workshop convened by thre CHSC. 





During 1960, briefs were submitted to the SSHRCG and the Natural Selences and 
Engineering RCC by the CBSC, recommending standards for the scholarly and 
gitientifice journals funded by those Research Councils. The reaponse was 
favourable. 


The main business of the loth meeting was discussion of four mattera: 


lL. The enlargement of the CBSC's terms of reference and membership. This 
fatter war taken up later in October by the National Library Advisory 
Board, the body to which the {850 reports. The re-otganization wold 
strengthen the CB5SC by enlarging its field of activity ta. include biblto- 
grapltiical and and information services, without diminishing its concern 
for Canadian bibliography. Another aim was to give the CHEC more apecific 
objectives and greater authority. To fulfil this expanded scope would 
need revised terms of reference and enlarged membership. Also, the CBSC's 
name would be changed as of lst January it became the Committee on 
Social Sciences and Humanities Bibliographic and Information Services. 
Since then, there bas been a further change of name, tot Committee on 
Bibliography and Information Servi es for the Soctal Sclencea and 
Humanities/Comite de la bibliographie et des services d information en 
sciences humaines. 


2. The Conference on Bibliography for Canadian Studies: Fresent Tretde and 
Future Needs, sponsored by the Association for Camadian Studies (ACh) and 
the CBISSS, im Halifax The draft programme, as approved, is to be in 4 
tesgetone: developments in Canadian bibliography since the 1974 Vancouver 
conference, developments in autemated information systema, fesource col- 
lections for Canadian studies at home and abroad, and the identification 
of future bibliographic requireménta and priorities. The ACS fis a member 
af the Learned Societies, ao the bibliography conference will become part 
of the 1981 Learneds. Whether thie new relationship is an indicater of 
the jiture for bibliography, only time will tell; tor ft fs something fa 
be noted by this Soactery

Next, the CESC conaidered “A Proposal to the National Library of Canada 

ir the Establishment of a Clearinghouse for Canadian Bibliographies in 
sresa” , Prepared by Ms. Flora Patterson, Birector of the Wational 
(ry'a Public Services Branch. The proposal states the objectives, 
expected users, sources, and services of the clearinghouse, and 
Saaple forms. The idea was approved in principle, and the proposal 
ded to the National Library Advisory Board for consideration. 

Rey the fourth main heading, Anne Piternolck reviewed From the chair che 
donal activities of the CBSC during 1980. In summary: the CBSC 
fipated in the Royal Society of Canada's ayaposium “The Written Word" 
arch, and Committee representatives were active in raising bibliogra- 
peal consciousness at the Learned Socletiers meetings in June. Hiblio- 
phy was also promoted by CBSC members at several other conferences and 
fetings during the year, such as the Symposium on Scholarly Communica- 
‘tions sponsored by the Social Science Federation of Canada and the Cana- 
‘dian Federation for the Humanities. The CBSC information kit was distri- 
“buted at most of these meetings, and ia now being revised by the CBSC 
Hecretariate as a result of discussions last October. Included will he a 
mew subject inventory of Canadian bibliographical work in progrese. A 
Timber of new documents was aleo considered. For 1941, as the terms of 
YTeference now stand, the Committee’a main promotional effort will be the 
Sponsorship of the Halifax Conference on Bibliography for Canadian 
Studies, described above. 


Another gatter conaldered at the Oetober meeting wae the new SSHRCC programme 
in support of Canadian Studies: Mr. Noel Gates, SSHRCC representative on the 
CHSC, noted that policy wae still being established, but that funds for Cana- 
dian #tudies were hoped for. Professor Piternick had prepared a background 
paper to ageiet in the polley formulation. Finally, CHSC members discussed 4 
questionnaire to be distributed as the first step in a survey of teaching 
courses on bibliography available in Canada. The questionnaire is currently 
being compiled by the Secretariate, from whence additional information about 
the committee and its activities may always be sought: The Secretary,

Librarian of Canada, has announced the creation of @ Task Group on Computer} 
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Communications Protocols for Bibliographic Data Interchange. In the report 
entitled The Future of the National Library of Canada, the Sational Librarian 
recommended the implementation of a decentralized nation-wide bibliographic 
network, which would engure the fullest sharing af information and library 
Tesourtces. The development of the network would involve many complex tasks, 
one of which ia the development of standardized procedures (protocols) that 
will enable emerging and existing Library aysteme, utilizing different com- 
puter equipment and different computer programmes to interchange bibliogra- 


pPhical data. 


The terma of reference of the Task Group include the recommendation of 4 
Standard protoecal required for bibliographical applications. In addition, the 
Task Group will provide liaison with library and information systema across 
Canada on the protecol development. The work of the Task Group began in late 
1960, and will continue over a period of approximately two years. - Reports af 
the progtese of this group will be published as received.
